To tHE INHABITANTS OF WinpHAM: The Board of Trus- 
tees, in presenting a report of the affairs of the Nesmith Library ~ 
during the year, would announce its continued prosperity, and 
that it meets and supplies a want of our citizens. The Trustees 
have aimed to establish the Library upon a sure and broad basis, 
and in purchasing books under the general heads of history, sci- 
ence, general literature, &c., preference has been given to such 
works as they believed would meet the wants of the reading com- 
munity, rather than to those costly works which are better calcu- 
lated to aid the researches of the scholar, trusting that the Libra- 
ry would, by future accessions, gradually arrive at that symmetry 
and completeness which is so. desirable to be attained. An addi- 
tion of two hundred and fifty two volumes has been made to the 
Library during the year. Catalogues and Supplementary Cata- 
loguee of the books in the Library have been issued and distribu- 
ted to our citizens. 

There should be continued additions to the Library of fresh, 
new works, as they appear, and if the interest upon the fund is 
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not sufficient for that purpose, some other means should be adopted 
for the attainment of that end. For that prosperity which shall. 
be permanent, and which shall make this Library an element of 
strength, and a power among us, it demands our watchful care, 
our generous support. Without these, no public enterprise can 
prosper ; without them a public library must decline—with them 
it will be a pillar of strength and a fountain of good. This 
Library, which has become a permanent institution of the town, 
should be an object of our regard and pride. With the common 
school—one the complement of the other—it should stand side by 
side, both objects of our patronage and favor. One being the 
basis of the intelligence of our people, the other will be a source 
of their mental strength and intellectual vigor.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. 1. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Carrie A. Smith of Pel- 
ham. ‘The examination at the close of the term passed off quite 
well. Reading and recitations of the first class were good. 
There was evident improvement in the manner of speaking, which 
heretofore has been, by many, so low that they could not be dis- 
tinctly heard, and some still speak too low. The order was not 
as good as we like to see. 


Fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Susan M. Smith of 
Pelham. She has taught school many terms, was well qualified 
as to knowledge of the various studies and had the goodwill of 
the scholars, so that at the close of the term the recitations were 
promptly recited. The reading of the first classes was good, and 
an exercise by the school in bounding the counties of the State 
was interesting, also answers to questions in Physiology which 
showed that the teacher had drilled them in these exercises. But 
there was a laxity in order which greatly injures the appearance 
of a school. The committee at the first visit referred to the 
order and hoped that would be sufficient, as the teacher thought 
there would be no trouble in sustaining order, but we did not find 
the improvement desired and expected. ‘There are a few who if 
they would speak loud enough to be distinctly. heard would make 
the school appear much better. 

( 18 ) 
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District No. 2. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Mary A. Marshall of 
Chelmsford, Mass. This school was small, numbering only nine 
scholars at the commencement and eight at the close of the term. 
The school appeared quict, and the lessons promptly recited. In 
a school so small there is not room for much excitement or emula- 
tion among the scholars. _ 


The Winter term was taught by Mr. F. J. Hughes of Wind- ° 
ham. He has been unfortunate in losing his right arm, which 
must make it very hard to manage a school, yet he has succeeded 
in maintaining order and giving good satisfaction. A large num- 
ber were present at the examination, who, with the committee, 
gave evidence of their pleasure at his success in teaching. 


District No. 3. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Alice D. Morse of 
Derry. This was her first attempt at teaching and she succeeded 
well for a young teacher. The reading was not quite as good as 
the spelling. ‘Twenty-one scholars were present at the first visit 
of the committee and only fourteen at the close of the term. 


The Winter term was taught by Mr. Frank N. Parson’ of 
Derry, a student of Dartmouth College. This was his first term 
at teaching. He was not quite as familiar with the common 
branches studied in our schools as some are who have not had 

_ their minds occupied by the study of Latin and Greek, yet we 
_ think he tried to do well. Your committee believe there is not 
that union of feeling and interest among the parents of the dis- 
trict there should be in regard to the school, as appears from the 
small number that visit the school. There is also, evidently, a 
looseness, and kind of vulgarity in the manners of the scholars 
out of school, which needs the watchful care of the teacher and 
especially of the parents. Why is it that at the close of the 
Summer term only # of the scholars were present, and of the 
Winter term only 4? It is evident there is something wrong. 
The teacher cannot oblige the scholars to come to the school, it is 
not his duty. His duty is to manage them at school and, 
perhaps, on the way to and from school, it is the parents’ duty to 
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see that they are present. Those that were present at the close 
of the Winter term did themselves credit, especially the class in 
Mental Arithmetic. The committee had requested this class to — 
learn the multiplication table during the term, they succeeded 
finely, and every parent must have been gratified to have heard 
them. But what can your committee say in commendation of 
those that were absent? Nothing! no, nothing! Nor yet of those 
parents who without a sufficient excuse allowed their children to 


. stay at home. 


District No. 4. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Josephine Bartley of. 
Windham. ‘This was her first trial as a teacher. She obtained 
the good-will of the school, was well qualified, and succeeded so 
well that she was engaged for the Fall term, both of which proved 
creditable to the teacher, and we think she bids fair to be useful 
in this employment. 


The Winter term was taught by Miss Josephine Bradford of 
Dérry, an experienced teacher, having taught some forty months 
previous to this term, and, as was expected, the exercises at the 
close of the term told what they had been doing during the weeks 
of school. The parents, with a few exceptions, in the district 
seem to enjoy a visit to the school-room, and take an interest in 
the school. 


District No. 5. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Ella J. Burns of Windham. 
This was her first term. She was young, and evidently did not 
take pride in acquainting herself with the lessons to be recited, 
which a young teacher ought to do in order to gain the respect 
and good-will of the school, and interest the class. But the 
school being small and the scholars well disposed, the school ap- 
peared better at its close than was anticipated by some. 


Winter term was taught by Miss Martha Hills, also of Wind- 
ham. She has had a good share of experience in teaching, has 
taught in this district three terms before this. Sheis a good dis- 
ciplinarian, order being one of the first principles in her school, 
and as is usually the case with such teachers where the parents

cooperate with them, a good school is expected and is obtained. 
We think the Prudential Committee was fortunate in obtaining so 
good a teacher for this small school. 


District No. 6. 


Summer and Winter terms were. taught by Miss Mattie Scrib- 
ner of Raymond. Miss Scribner is an experienced teacher, has 
taught four terms in this district previous to this, and needs no 
further recommendation from your committee. She makes teach- 
ing her business and succeeds well, takes especial interest in the 
larger and more advanced scholars. We see the wisdom of the 
prudential committee in obtaining the same teacher for so marly 
terms. 


District No. 7 


Was taught by F. J. Hughes, of Windham, the same that taught 
in No. 2 with like success. ‘They have but one term in the year, 
as the school is small and the amount of money being small also. 
Some come from Derry to this school and some from this District 
go to Derry when the two schools do not both keep at the same 
time. 


General Remarks. 


Fellow citizens of Windham: In presenting to you the report 
of our schools fer the year past, your committee would urge the 
hearty cooperation of parents and guardians with the teachers in 
governing and sustaining our schools. It is utterly impossible for 
a teacher to sustain good order in school, where the parents coun- 
tenance disorder. We must respect the teacher if we wish our 
children to respect them. Children readily understand whether 
their parents respect and favor the teacher or not, although they 
do not tell it in words. We would like to impress upon the 
minds of Prudeutial committees the responsibilities resting on 
them. Do not hire a teacher because he or she applies for the 
school, but strive to learn whether they have good common sense, 
patience, perseverance, a mild temper and yet firmness, for a good 
teacher needs all these qualities. The prudential committee has 
as good and often a better opportunity than the school committee — 


od 
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to learn in regard to these qualities. It is the duty of the school 
committee to examine those who propose to teach, in regard to 
their knowledge of the branches to be taught in our schools. But 
it is very unpleasant and difficult for the committee after a person 
has been engaged and sent for examination and found qualified, 
as far as book knowledge is concerned, to refuse a certificate on 
account of an evident lack of certain qualities necessary to a suc- 
cessful teacher. It is much easier for the prudential committee 
not to engage such a person in the first place, and avoid much 
unpleasant talk and disagreeable feeling. Our common schools, 
the corner-stone of our republic, should be watched and cared for 
by all who wish for the peace and prosperity of our nation. Your 
committee would again refer to the register. Let every parent 
see to it, that no black marks stand recorded there against his 
child’s name. It is disheartening to the child and it should 
shame the parent. Let no parent allow their children to stay 
at home a day from school on any account, if able to have 
them there, especially the last day. No matter how poorly clad 
compared with his neighbors, if his clothes are clean and comfort- 
able, if not,. let them be made clean. If they are backward in 
their studies, it will make them more so to keep at home. 

Your committee have made thirty-one visits to the different 
schools, have noticed many things worthy of commendation, also 
pointed out some defects where they have thought improvement 
ought to be made. We have not been called to visit any school 
on account of disorder, either by parents or teacher. Although 
we have had general success in our schools, let us persevere and 
press onward and upward in endeavoring to place the standard of 
our schools still higher.
